L. Binion who told Carter that if Carter would help him out of 
a thirty-day conviction sentence he. had received for policy 
malting in Texas ho, Binion, would give Carter "a real story" 
as to Ruby's connection with HcHillie. 

• As you are aware, Lewis J. Mctfillio has been 

previously interviewed in connection with the Ruby invest iga- 

tion and has act.i.loocd that Ruby sent him a gun which he did 

not accept, -delivery of, ‘Previous investigation has established

HcV/illie did 

not accept delivery of the gun and it was returned to Ray's 

Hardware Store. • • ..

Benjamin L. Binion is a well known gambling figure 
in Las Vegas, Nevada, who reportedly went to Las Vegas from 
Dallas in about 1947. Previous references to Binion in connec- 
tion with the Ruby investigation would indicate that he is not 
acquainted with Ruby.

association with Ruby that has not previously been revealed, 
no effort will bo made to interview Binion concerning this 
matter unless specifically requested by the President's Commission.
